RECLAIMING

Arteaian Well Poasibilities of West«
eern Nebraalka Subject of Gove
eranment Investigation,

WASHINGTON, Aug. £Z.—The first an-
nual report of the arid land reclamation
service of the geological survey, made by
F. H. Newell, who la In charge of it, has
been completed and soon will be made
publle,

It gives detalled Information of the work
to date of the establishment of & system
of irrigation under the direction of the
nationul government. It appears that the
work has been carried on In the different
localities In the various states and terri-
tories as follows:

On Balt and Gila rivers In Arizona: on
Colorado river in Callfornla; on North
Platte, Guonison and Grand rivers In Colo-
rido; oh Enake river In Idaho] on the
deep well problems of western HKansas;
on Mill river in Montana; on the srtesian
waoll probabilities of western Nebruska; on
Carson and Truckee rivars 'n Nevada; on
the srieslan probabilities of central Ore-
gon; ¢n Bear river in Utah; on Yakima
river In Washington, around léke Desmot,
and also on Bweetwitar river in Wyoming.

At sach of Lhe plaves where sysiematic
work has been conducted preliminary tem-
porary withdrawals of pulilic land, but
which may be reclalmed, are [ndicated
only in o general way by these temporary
sogregations,

Commenting on the effect of these with-
drawals, the report says:

e im bility of stating in advance
wiaat tunds will ultimately be recommanded
for reclamation will result In gresl dis-
appointment to many reons. The fact
thiat the lands have n temporarily set
